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State Representatives Discuss 
GHI’s Forest Management Plan

The Woodlands Committee 
met on Wednesday, October 
9 to explore with representa¬ 
tives of the Maryland De¬ 
partment of Natural Re¬ 
sources the goals for man¬ 
aging the 82.5-acre forest 
owned by Greenbelt Homes 
Inc. (GHI). 

The Woodlands Committee 
was formed by the GHI board 
of directors in response to a 
petition presented at the 1991 
annual membership meeting. The 
petition proposed to leave the 
woods in its natural state by 
placing a perpetual easement on 
the forest under the Maryland 
Environmental Trust. 

GHFs forest currently is un¬ 
der a Forest Conservation Man¬ 
agement Plan (FOMA) of the 
Maryland Department of Natural 
Resources. Under the FOMA, 
about three acres of Virginia 
pines have been thinned and 
some trails have been cleared. 

The Woodlands Committee has 
seemed to reach a consensus on 
13 goals for the management of 
this forest. These goals intend 
that this forest is for recreation, 
not for growing timber for sale. 
With a few exceptions, mostly 
for public safety, the goals would 
prohibit the removal of dead or 
dying trees and would encour¬ 
age wildlife. Native species 
would be preferred, as would 
species diversification. 

The 13 goals which represent 
a consensus, were prepared oy 
Keith Jahoda, a member of the 
committee. 

One of the goals states: 
“Hiking and walking should be 
encouraged. Vehicles of all sorts, 
including bicycles, are discour¬ 
aged. Erosion control at trail 
heads, stream crossings, and 
along trails on steeper grades 
is important.” 

“The dumping of leaves by 
GHI members, into the woods 

should be discouraged by every 

means possible,” is another goal. 


One of the goals calls for the 
Woodlands Committee to become 
a standing committee of the GHI 
board. 

The consensus on the goals 
was not absolute. Chair Alan 
Freas would not mind clear-cut¬ 
ting on a small scale if it would 
promote wildlife habitat. 

Comment by State 
Representatives 

During the meeting the state 
forester for this area, Steve 
Stadelman, and the wildlife 
manager for this area, Peggy 
Calnan, answered questions by 
committee members. 

Calnan said at the outset that 
“Your forest has too much 
edge.” She said that forest edges 
encourage common birds like 
jays, crows, cow birds, starlings, 
and English sparrows. The pi- 
leated woodpecker, scarlet tan- 
agers, and barred owls are some 
of the species of the interior 
forest. 

Calnan, in answer to a ques¬ 
tion by Robert Rashkin, a com¬ 
mittee member, about how to en¬ 
courage forest interior-dwelling 
species, said, *T>on't open up the 
forest canopy more than 70 per¬ 
cent.” Later in response to a 
query from Bill Phelan, another 
committee member about cutting 
Virginia pines, she said that 
these pines furnish winter cover 
where deer can shelter them¬ 
selves. Calnan seemed to be op¬ 
posed to any “clear cutting” in 
this small forest. 

In the future, Calnan said, we 
can expect to see turkeys near 
Greenbelt because they have been 
introduced in the forests north 
of here. She also said that coy¬ 
otes are headed our way. They 
eat cats, she said. She warned 
that Greenbelt dogs and cats 
should be vaccinated for rabies* 

Committee member William 
Calderhead asked about the ef¬ 
fects of acid rain on GHPs for¬ 
est. Stadelman replied that he 
had seen no signs of this or 
signs of stress from traffic pol¬ 
lutants. He said the major prob- 


Councilmanic Districts Subject of Hearing 


A public hearing on a pro¬ 
posed redistricting plan for 
councilmanic districts in Prince 
Georges County will be held at 
6:30 p.m., October 22, in the 
County Council Hearing Room, 
County Administration Building, 
Upper Marlboro. 

A special redistricting com¬ 
mittee appointed last spring by 
the County Council has formu¬ 
lated a plan for redistricting the 
nine Councilmanic districts to 
reflect population shifts. 

The committee conducted a ser¬ 
ies of public hearings to gather 
comment and redistricting plans 
from the public and then for¬ 
mulated the plan airing on Oc¬ 
tober 22, 


The nine districts proposed by 
the committee do reflect popu¬ 
lation deviations from the “ideal” 
average population of 81,029 per 
district of plus 1,714 in the most 
populated councilmanic district 
(District 9) to minus 4,416 in 
the least populated district (Dis¬ 
trict 5). 

The County Council can accept 
the plan as submitted by the re- 
districting committee on Sep¬ 
tember 30 in which case it be¬ 
comes effective 70 days from 
that date. Or, it can make chan¬ 
ges and then incorporate its plan 
in a legislative bill that would 
go through the regular legis¬ 
lative process culminating in en¬ 
actment. 


lems of this forest were deprida- 
tions of the gypsy moth cater¬ 
pillars, fires set by children, and 
erosion by water and rain. In 
time, he said, the oaks will ;>e 
less plentiful because of the 
gypsy moth. Red oaks are the 
least vulnerable to moth damage. 
The oaks will be replaced in a 
natural succession of understory 
trees now struggling for light— 
beech, tulip poplar, ironwood, 
and dogwood. 

Stadelman recommended wood 
chips for the trail where eros¬ 
ion might occur. 

Smaller Wooded Areas 

The wooded areas within 
Greenbelt along the inner side¬ 
walks came up for consideration. 
Stadelman said that because of 
the small size of these areas 
they could not be brought under 
the existing TOMA. However, 
Stadelman said that he was re¬ 
writing the current FGMA. He 
said that his plans would call 
for a forest for recreational pur¬ 
poses with some emphasis on 
public safety, fire prevention, 
and erosion control. 

He thought that trails and 
wildlife should be encouraged. 
He suggested that GHI volun¬ 
teers conduct an in-depth inven¬ 
tory of the forest including a 
census of wildlife.

Local Environmentalists 
Clean Up Small Stream

Trash including an antique framed window, a banister 
pole and a grocery store cart were pulled from a tributary 
of Indian Creek near Cherrywood Lane by Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents on Saturday, Sept. 14. The volunteers had a chance 
to clean up their own back yard, so to speak, through the 
efforts of the Anacostia Watershed Society (AWS), 

“This used to be a shopping through brambles and waist high 

weeds. “Leaves get in between 
the metal and clog it up, and 
makes it a great target for wa¬ 
ter,” Boone said. “A flood can 
come along and easily wash it 
downstream.” 

Through the cleanup and a 
tree planting in Greenbelt on 
November 9, the AWS is trying 
to bring attention to its environ¬ 
mental efforts to improve the 
quality of life, according to Rob¬ 
ert Boone. AWS has proposed 
preserving the wetlands along 
Indian Creek in the vicinity of

In the past he has worked in 
many different positions, includ¬ 
ing staff engineer for Greenbelt

Hirsch is a decorated combat 
veteran of the Vietnam War- 
Recently he was called to active 
duty from the Army Reserves 
to serve with the 352nd Civil 
Affairs Command from River- 
dale in Saudi Arabia during op¬ 
eration Desert Storm. He was 
also involved with the “negotia¬ 
tion and the rebuilding of the 
infrastructure of Kuwait” and 
received an Army Commendation 
Medal with Oak Leaf Cluster for 
his outstanding performance of 
duty. 


His assignment was to “assess 
the damages and to rectify 
them.” Hirsch found the exper¬ 
ience of working in such a situa¬ 
tion with people of such a de- 
verse background to be “very 
enlighting.” “I have been all over 
the world and to me, Greenbelt 
is the center of the world and 
the best place to be in,” he said* 

Hirsch has been a resident of 
Greenbelt since 1977, where he 
lives with his wife and children. 
A strong advocate of public ser¬ 
vice, he claims that “Working 
in Greenbelt will be a great op¬ 
portunity to serve the people of 
my community.” 

As director of public works 
he plans to “see how things are, 
reinforce what is good, and try 
to improve things that may need 
it*” 

Hirsch will start his position 
with the City of Greenbelt on 
November 4. He will take the 
reins from Ken Hall, a 19-year 
veteran of the Public Works De¬ 
partment, who has been serving 
since last December as acting 
director of public works.

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Self-serving 

The city council has placed 
an advisory question on the bal¬ 
lot in the upcoming city council 
election which proposes extend¬ 
ing council terms from two years 
to four I urge Greenbelt voters 
to respond to this proposal with 
a resounding “No.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Tom White, 
the proposal's lone critic on 
council, has correctly pointed out 
that extending terms would re¬ 
duce accountability to the voters. 
Another obvious disadvantage is 
that it would reduce opportuni¬ 
ties for challengers to win elec¬ 
tion. In the final analysis, dou¬ 
bling council terms would reduce 
by half the voting power of citi¬ 
zens. 

Although Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld has tried to pass off this 
proposal as originating with 
citizens, it is clearly an action 
proposed by incumbents for the 
benefit of incumbents. Lest there 
be any doubt that it was coun¬ 
cil's idea to extend their terms, 
council member Toni Bram has 
stated that council has been 
working on this idea “for years.” 

As reported in the July 11, 
1991 News Review, among the 
reasons cited by council members 
in support of extending terms 
was that four-year terms would 
be less of an “imposition” on 
people who dislike having to 
“bother” with an election every 
two years. I find it extremely 
unbecoming for any elected offi¬ 
cial to maintain that such a 
clearly self-serving proposal 
arises out of deference to people 
who would rather not be both¬ 
ered by the democratic process. 

People in other parts of the 
world are fighting and dying 
for their right to vote. Here in 
Greenbelt, we are fortunate to 
enjoy the privileges and rights 
of the electoral process. But in¬ 
stead of encouraging involve¬ 
ment in and appreciation for this 
process, our elected officials are 
offering to relieve us of the 
“bother” of voting- 

Our United States Congress¬ 
man Steny Hoyer has to run for 
office every two years. If Green¬ 
belt City Council members find 
it too much trouble to run every 
two years, they are welcome to 
sit out every other election. But 
they shouldn't be trying to per¬ 
petuate themselves at the ex¬ 
pense of democratic accounta- 
bility- 

This proposal is nothing but 
a shameless exercise in self- 
aggrandizement which reflects 
poorly on those who have pro¬ 
posed it It should be soundly 
rejected.

This would be particularly iron¬ 
ic in view of the present opposite 
trend toward free elections, citi¬ 
zen input and democracy in other 
countries; and the recently in¬ 
creasing recognition, in our own 
country, of the drawbacks of 
lengthy terms (senators giving 
themselves midnight raises, etc.). 

Others have pointed out that 
the exercise of democratic rights 
necessarily involves citizens get¬ 
ting out and voting, so that this 
“burden” on the citizen is a re¬ 
sponsibility carried out in tfbe 
citizen’s own behalf. With regard 
to election costs, it is more ap¬ 
propriate to deal with this con¬ 
structively by legislating limits 
to such costs - not destructively 
by cutting out elections them¬ 
selves 

The loss of choice accompany¬ 
ing loss of an election mechanism 
would inevitably mean a further 
erosion of the free exchange of 
ideas in which Greenbelt has jus¬ 
tifiably taken pride.

Words to Live By ... Or Live Down 


The following are actual state¬ 
ments, spoken or written, taken 
from a collection accumulated by 
Jim Giese during the many years 
he worked as City Manager of 
Greenbelt 

A citizen made this comment 
at a Council meeting: 

“We here are passionately im¬ 
bued with the promise that the 
realization of our ideals must be 
put off to an indefinite future.” 

A very concerned council mem¬ 
ber once said: 

‘The situation is getting 
chronicle.” 

1A Mayor once provided citi¬ 
zens with this assurance: 

“Pd be more than candid if I 
weren't honest with you.” 

One council member gave this 
interesting, but possibly true, 
explanation of what govern¬ 
ments do: 

‘The function of government 
is spending public funds.” 

A former City Clerk of many 
years ago tried to publish this 
legal ad: 

“Bids will be received for the 
sandblasting of pedestrian un- 
derpantes.” Note: What really 
needed cleaning were the pedes¬ 
trian underpasses. 

In this report to council, the 
author doubled and then re¬ 
doubled : 

“A staggered double row of 
white pines, totaling about 50 
trees, has been planted al*>ng 
the western boundary of the 
parcel, resulting in a double row 
of trees along the entire western 
boundary of the property.” 

In a debate on what should be 
done with the City Cemetery, 
Council members outdid them¬ 
selves with these remarks: 

“Maybe we should do some 


digging. • . “Many of these 
issues are never dead.” 

“If you don't do it today, your 
chances are terminated.” 

A staff member pitched this 
interesting inquiry to the Recrea¬ 
tion Department: 

“I understand the City is go¬ 
ing to have a slow bitch con¬ 
test.” 

Another former City Clerk 
provided this revealing comment 
about the Council in drafting a 
Resolution for adoption: 

“Whereas, the City Council of 
Greenbelt, through which flows 
the stream into which the efflu¬ 
ent from the proposed sewage 
treatment plant would be dis¬ 
charged. . . 

One of Greenbelt's finest ra¬ 
dioed this startling report into 
the Police Station: 

“I just spoke to the doctor and 
he's going to cut 'em in half and 
that will take care of it.” (It 
turned out that the police had 
come upon some used hypoder¬ 
mic needles.) 

One typist, in listing City or¬ 
ganizations gave a boost to this 
one: 

“The Aquatic Boozer's Club” 
(Although that club didn't exist 
then, now that we have the new 
pool perhaps someone could or¬ 
ganize it.) 

Giese considers this to be the 
most thought-provoking state¬ 
ment to come from a city coun¬ 
cil member during the past 28 
years: 

“It can’t be one-third or two- 
thirds. It's got to be all or one- 
half.”

GHI Board Looks at Budget, 
New Membership Contract 

by Leslie Robinson 

Ronald Colton, General Manager of Greenbelt Homes 
Inc. (GHI) presented the board with the third reading of 
the proposed 1992 budget at the regular biweekly meeting 
of the GHI board of directors on Thurs., Oct. 10. During 
the meeting the board amended the budget by increasing 
garage rents and broadening the eligibility requirement for 
the fee deferral program. Colton also placed before the 
board a revised version of the mutual Ownership Contract. 

1992 Budget On a motion by board member 

The board made several chan- Donald Comis, which passed 

unanimously, the budget for the 
Nominations and Election Com¬ 
mittee was raised rfom $1,000 
prevailing in 1991 to $2,000 in 
the proposed budget. 

Another motion proposed by 
Comis to reduce proposed ex¬ 
penditures by $1,000 for “Asso¬ 
ciation Dues and Conferences” 
was defeated for lack of a sec¬ 
ond to the motion. The 1992 bud¬ 
get for this item is $13,000, up 
from $12,000 in 1991. 

The ‘‘Fee Increase Deferral 
Program,” approved in 1988 to 
enable members to defer in¬ 
creases in monthly charges, was 
broadened by a successful mo¬ 
tion by board member Margaret 
Hogensen. For members who 
qualify, the interest charge for 
this deferral will be 9*4 percent. 
The interest charge under the 
more restrictive criteria now in 
effect is 7*4 percent. 

Mutual Ownership Contract 
The Mutual Ownership Con¬ 
tract (MOC) is a document that 
all GHI members must sign. It 
sets forth GHI duties and mem¬ 
ber duties as well as a number 
of other rules GHI members 
must live by. Only new members 
and those who need to, make 
changes in their contract would 
be affected by the proposed m w 
MOC. 

In presenting the revised MOC 
to the board, GHI attorney Wil¬ 
liam Edwards made it clear that 
the monthly charge paid by all 
members is rent. In other words 
GHI is the landlord and the 
member is a tenant under Mary¬ 
land law. This reference to rent 
is to facilitate the collection of 
delinquent payments when the 


ges in the budget during the 
third presentation. The budget 
now is ready for the annual 
membership hearing on October 
17 at 8 p-m. in the City of 
Greenbelt council chambers- 

The Finance Committee, chair¬ 
ed by Chuck Hess, presented four 
suggested revisions. The first 
was to reduce the contingency 
fund for frame units of $35,000 
by $5,000 because the amount 
exceeded guide lines (page 32 
of the budget). The board unani¬ 
mously approved the reduction- 
The second proposal, to raise 
the contingency fund for mason¬ 
ry units by $5,000, was defeat¬ 
ed. 

The third proposal flashed a 
green light to the general man¬ 
ager to go ahead with the pro¬ 
posed warranty for purchasers 
of GHI units, Colton stated that 
the warranty would not be in 
place as scheduled for the first 
of the year, but -would be sched¬ 
uled for some time in 1992. 

The fourth proposal by the 
Finance Committee was to raise 
garage rents by the percentage 
increase in the overall budget, 
6.6 percent Monthly charges 
currently are $22-50 a month- 
The proposed increase will add 
about $1-48 per month bringing 
the total to $23.98 per month. 
The proceeds from the additional 
charge will be distributed to all 
1600 members. They can look 
forward to a reduction in pro¬ 
posed 1992 charges of about 24 
cents (after the 3,0 percent in¬ 
crease for larger homes, 4.6 per¬ 
cent increase for frame homes, 
and 7.4 percent increase for ma¬ 
sonry homes - 


cerning the proposed Charles 
Schwan Memorial. GRAB agreed 
to meet with the City Council to 
explore the idea of changing the 
name of the Greenbelt Library 
to the Charles Schwan Library 
of Greenbelt or naming the 
Greenbelt Elementary School af¬ 
ter Schwan. Wayne Williams, 
chair of the board, urged that 
consideration be given to creat¬ 
ing a foundation for educational 
scholarships that would be 
named after Schwan. 

Colton responded to a question 
a'bout the progress on cleaning 
up the landfill behind the GHI 
headquarters building. Colton 
said that the plans for thee lean- 
up had still not passed the seven 
county offices. He said that this 
would be the most elaborate 
acre ever dealt with in this 
county.

WSSC to Hold Hearing 

The Washington Suburban 
Sanitation Commission (WSSC) 
has scheduled a public hearing 
for Wednesday, October 23 at 
7:30 p-m. The hearing will be 
held in the Commission Room at 
4017 Hamilton Street, Hyats- 
ville. Citizens will have an op¬ 
portunity to discuss proposed 
financing alternatives suggested 
by senior staff: a systems de¬ 
velopment charge; a revised rate 
schedule; a service charge; a 
minimum bill; and an environ¬ 
mental charge. To help mitigate 
the effects of some of these char¬ 
ges, the group is also proposing 
a subsidy for low-income rate¬ 
payers. 

A systems development charge 
is one in which growth pays for 
growth, and it is a charge which 
is common in neighboring juris¬ 
dictions. The WSSC’s current 
rate schedule consists of 100 
steps; the report proposes com¬ 
pressing these 100 steps to 16- 
A service charge is suggested 
as one way to recoup the mon¬ 
ies expended on simply issuing 
a bill—reading a meter, prepar¬ 
ing, mailing and processing a 
bill. A companion and/or alter¬ 
native to this might be a mini¬ 
mum bill in which each customer 
account pays at least $25 per 
quarter. 

An environmental charge 
would help defray some of the 
expenses the utility incurs as it 
responds to environmental man¬ 
dates, including those of the 
state for improving water qual¬ 
ity in the Chesapeake Bay.

The 
Hotline has already received over 
100 calls since being set up early 
in July. 

This Hotline is not meant as 
an across 4fche-Jboard indictment 
of all police. In fact, the police 
leadership has made a concerted 
effort to deal with this problem, 
“Nevertheless, we have been re¬ 
ceiving complains,” says Fred R.

Biker Safety Course 
Offered at PGCC 

Motorcycle Rider Courses at 
Prince Georges Community Col¬ 
lege will continue through Sep¬ 
tember and October. 

The course is designed espec¬ 
ially for persons just getting 
into motorcycling or who haven't 
been riding for a while. 

The motorcycle training center 
at the college is one of 17 
centers located throughout the 
state. Those enrolling in the pro¬ 
gram receive eight hours of 
classroom work and 12 hours of 
on-cycle or “hands-on” riding 
skill development on motorcycles 
provided during the training by 
the Motorcycle Safety Program, 
a division of the Motor Vehicle 
Administration. 

As an added incentive to en¬ 
rolling in the program, students 
who obtain their motorcycle 
learner's permit at least 15 days 
before attending the course can 
take the Class “M” motorcycle 
license test at the end of the 
course. Students passing the 
course receive a “verification” 
card which may be traded in for 
a “M” license at the MVA of¬ 
fice where they obtained their 
learners permit.

Rabies in Cats a Danger 

Rabid cats continue to out¬ 
number rabid dogs by at least 
eight to one in Maryland, ac¬ 
cording to a Maryland Veterin¬ 
ary Medical Association spokes¬ 
person, who expresses concern 
that the trend may lead to great¬ 
er human exposure to the deadly 
viral disease. 

Fifteen rabies cases have been 
confirmed in cats as compared 
to only two in dogs during the 
first nine months of 1991, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Jane Brunt, of 
Towson, who limits her patients 
to felines. Of particular import¬ 
ance, Maryland is reporting one 
of the highest incidences of cat 
rabies in the United States. 

Dr. Brunt said the prime rea¬ 
son for the increase is that more 
cats than dogs roam free at 
night, prowling when raccoons 
and skunks also are about. Cats 
are exposed to the disease from 
these wild animals, which have 
a high incidence of the disease 
in their own populations, A to¬ 
tal of 316 cases of rabies in rac¬ 
coons and 25 cases in skunks 
were reported in Maryland dur¬ 
ing the first eight months of 
1991. 

Attacks in Baltimore County 
by rabid cats on an adult male 
last June and a 4-year-old girl 
in September are of concern to 
public health officials. Nationally 
two confirmed human deaths 
from rabies have occurred so 
far this year. 

To protect people and animals, 
Maryland's legislature enacted 
a law in 1985 requiring cats as 
well as dogs to be inoculated by 
a veterinarian against rabies. 
When properly administered to 
a healthy pet at regular inter¬ 
vals rabies vaccine will protect 
almost every animal against the 
disease.

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Outsiders Take Advantage of City’s 
Recycling Center for Their Trash 


by Melody Petersen 

The storage bins at Green- 
belt’s recycling center over¬ 
flow regularly because of ma¬ 
terial dropped off by non-res¬ 
idents, a city employee said 
this week. A survey taken at 
the recycling dropoff in 
“Buddy” Attick Park show¬ 
ed that one-'third to one- 
half the users are not in 
Greenbelt. The survey fol¬ 
lowed recent complaints of 
the bins overflowing and 
making the center difficult 
to use. 

David Helmicki, the city’s re¬ 
cycling coordinator, said that 
“the county is telling people to 
come here.” He added that no 
one would be turned away since 
the purpose of the center is to 
save the county’s landfill space 
and improve the environment* 

Helmicki also said that Green¬ 
belt has exceeded the counts 
goals in the curbside recycling 
program, although participation 
is only 50%. Greenbelt joined 
the county’s curbside recycling 
program in April Th county 
picks up plastic and glass ci n- 
tainers, aluminum cans and 
newspapers at residents’ homes 
once a wek. Cost prohibits ad¬ 
ditional pickups by the contrac¬ 
tor, Helmicki said. 

Only about 50 percent of the 
3500 households on the collection 
routes separate their recyclable 
material and participate, Hel¬ 
micki said. “That number should 
go up as we make people more 
and more aware of recycling,” 


he said. “People just aren’t ac¬ 
customed to it yet, but if they 
see their neighbor do it, maybe 
they’ll think this isn’t so bad ” 
Helmicki said residents recy¬ 
cle 15 to 20 percent of the total 
refuse produced in Greenbelt. 
This met the county’s goal that 
10 percent of all trash be recy¬ 
cled by July 1, 1991. The coun- 
ty’s goal g oes up to 15 percent

in July 1992, The county suffers 
from declining landfill space like 
many other areas in the East- 
In 1990, Greenbelt sent over 
2500 tons of waste to the Sandy 
Hill landfill in Bowie. The land¬ 
fill, one of two in the county, 
will reach capacity by the end of 


the decade, Helmicki said. 

“If anyone is marginal on re¬ 
cycling, take them to Sandy 
Hill,” he said. He described the 
mounds of garbage, landmoving 
equipment and ceaseless seagulls 
flying overhead at the landfill. 

Drop in Prices 

Complicating the situation, re¬ 
cycling programs around the 
country are suffering from the 
drop in market prices for used 
plastic, glass and paper. Munici¬ 
palities may have to pay buyers 
$30 a ton to take old newsprint 
off their hands because of an 
oversupply* 

“The Europeans, who use a 
lot of green glass (in beer and 
water bottles exported to the 
U.S.), are not taking green glass 
back,” Helmicki said. Because of 
the surpluses, collectors receive 
no money for green glass and 
only a small amount for clear or 
brown glass. The market for 
used plastic is also depressed be¬ 
cause manufacturers can buy 
virgin plastic for less than the 
recycled material. Consumers 
should buy only products manu¬ 
factured with recycled material 
to increase the demand, Helmicki 
said. 

Greenbelt’s recycling center 
accepts the same items as the 
curbside program and also ac¬ 
cepts white bond paper, comput¬ 
er paper, telephone books, card¬ 
board and used motor oil. 

Barbara Yuhas at the county’s 
Office of Recycling said that the 
county will add steel cans to the 
curbside collection program next 
January.

Hazardous Waste Day 
Tremendous Success 

More than 2,500 residents 
turned out for the County’s final 
Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Day of 1991* It was 
held at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School on Sunday, September 
29* This event had more than 
double the participation of the 
previous collection days. The 
Prince Georges County Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Resour¬ 
ces operates three ^Household 
Waste Days each year enabling 
county residents to dispose of 
such items as household cleaners, 
pesticides, automobile products, 
batteries and oil-based paints. 

Preliminary estimates from the 
County’s contractor, Laidlaw En¬ 
vironmental Services of Laurel, 
indicate that more than 68,000 
pounds of hazardous materials 
were collected for disposal In 
addition to the more toxic ma¬ 
terials, County staff collected 
1,000 automobile batteries, 350 
gallons of latex paint, and 1,400 
gallons of used motor oil. These 
materials will all be recycled 
or reused. 

Back by popular demand at 
this fall's Household Hazardous 
Waste Collection Day was the 
mixed paper recycling station. 
Over 170 cubic yards of old mag¬ 
azines, junk mail, cardboard, pa¬ 
perboard, and other hard to re¬ 
cycle items were collected and 
shipped to the Chesapeake Pa¬ 
perboard Company in Baltimore 
where they will be re-pulped and 
made into new paperboard.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 


Hello Again ! ! 

It won’t be long till cold weather sets in. We had a little 
preview this past week on cooler temperatures. 

More than likely you’ll jump into your vehicle to start out 
to work and place the key into the ignition and turn the key and 
get that famous KLIOK or get nothing, not a peep !! 

The cold weather got to yopr battery, but you say to your¬ 
self the battery is just 4 years old and the car or truck only ha* 
35k miles on it; it can’t need a battery ! 

Don’t fool yourself. Most batteries only last 4-5 years before 
they start to lose their ability to perform under maximum con¬ 
ditions and cold starting requires a good healthy battery. When 
choosing a battery for your vehicle could be a tough decision but 
I’ll try to make it easier. 

First off, cheapest is not always the most important thing to 
consider unless you sincerely feel that your vehicle is not worth 
the money and you are considering getting rid of the vehicle; 
if this is the case don’t buy a good battery. 

With all the electronic equipment I would recommend the 
most rated battery that will physically fit the battery compart¬ 
ment with the most OCA- CCA is Cold Cranking Amps. This 
is a battery rating standard. Most batteries are rated at 375 
CCA to 425 CCA. This seems sufficient for general applications, 
but they seem to maximize all the related components. 

Alternators work harder, light bulbs don’t last as long, be¬ 
cause it’s always trying to keep up the charge and voltage levels- 
On a higher CCA rating, the battery is capable of supplying 
demand voltage in need of higher voltages; for instance longer 
cranking time and so on. 

All the electrical components seem to last longer with these 
rated batteries, and the battery tray stays cleaner with little or 
no corrosion. Remember constant drain voltages and constant 
re-charges voltages overwork batteries that aren’t properly 
rated for the system. Also remember to keep the cables Good 
Kleen and Tight and the alternator belt in good condition and 
you should be A-OK for the winter ahead ! !
